The  Red  Sox'  new  vice-president  of  administration 
took  over  the  club 's  financial  affairs  soon  after  the 
1977  World  Series.  The  former  trainer  of  the  Bruins, 
Celtics  and  Red  Sox  split  his  time  between  Fenway 
Park  and  Winter  Haven,  Fla.,  this  spring  for  a  better 
understanding  of  players  and  his  new  job.  He  has 
been  successful  in  the  health  and  real  estate  fields 
since  leaving  training  in  the  early  1970's. 

DON  ZIMMER 

Hustling  and  aggressive  was  Don's  style  as  a  player 
and  that's  what  he  likes  his  team  to  be.  He  led  the 
club  to  its  best  winning  percentage  last 
year — .602 — since  the  1950  Sox  team.  This  is  his 
second  full  season  as  Sox  manager,  after  taking  over 
for  Darrell  Johnson  midway  through  the  1976  season. 
He  managed  the  San  Diego  Padres  for  over  a  season 
before  coming  to  Boston  as  a  coach  in  1974.

Carlton  became  only  the 
fifth  catcher  in  major  league 
history  to  score  100  runs 
and  drive  in  100,  crossing 
the  plate  102  times  and 
collecting  106  RBI  last 
season.  It  was  also  his  third 
time  as  starting  A  merican 
League  catcher  in  the  All- 
Star  game.  He  hit  .378 
during  September  and 
finished  with  a  .315  average 
for  152  games — the  most  he's 
played  in  pro  ball. 


This  is  Yaz '  18th  season 
with  the  Red  Sox,  another 
step  toward  the  Hall  of 
Fame.  He  began  the  season 
leading  all  active  players  in 
games  played,  RBI,  BB, 
total  bases  and  extra-base 
hits.  He  finished  last  season 
with  102  RBI,  his  fifth  time 
over  100.  He  also  hit  28 
homers,  his  best  production 
since  slamming  40  in  1970.

It  was  Rick 's  first  trip  to  the 
All-Star  game  last  season. 

He  led  AL  shortstops  during 
the  season  in  average  (.293), 
doubles  (36)  and  extra-base 
hits  (46).  Rick  has  become 
one  of  the  most  durable 
infielders,  missing  only  19 
games  over  the  past  three 
seasons.  He  was  selected  the 
AL  shortstop  of  the  year  by 
The  Sporting  News,  AP  and 
UP1. 


It  was  Jim 's  season  to 
establish  himself  as  one  of 
baseball's  most  productive 
hitters  last  year.  He  hit  39 
homers  and  drove  in  H4 
runs  on  his  way  to  hitting 
.320.  Tremendous  arm 
strength  helped  him  to  a 
.593  slugging  percentage  and 
a  total  of  382  bases — the 
most  in  the  AL  since  1940. 
Jim 's  greatest  improvement 
may  have  been  his  ability  to 
wait  for  good  pitches, 
selecting  his  pitch  to  hit 
where  he  wanted. 


An  ankle  injury  in  last 
year's  spring  training  kept 
Fred  from  having  a  great 
season.  But  he  did  finish 
with  76  RBI  and  scored  81 
times  in  his  third  season 
with  the  Sox.  Fred  missed 
the  first  2  7  games  last 
season  before  returning  with 
two  homers  in  his  first  two 
trips  to  the  plate  in  Seattle. 
He  turned  26  during  the 
off-season  and  worked  to 
improve  his  ankle. 


Bill's  first  year  with  the  Red 
Sox  became  everything  Red 
Sox  fans  wanted.  He  came 
out  of  the  bullpen  to  save  31 
games — tops  in  the 
AL — and  also  win  13  games. 
During  an  11 -game  string  in 
September,  Bill  saved  nine 
games  and  won  one.  He 
finished  with  an  impressive 
2.96  ERA  with  114 
strikeouts  and  60  walks  in 
140  innings. 


Jerry,  who  grew  up  in 
Somerset,  Mass.,  joined  the 
Red  Sox  over  the  winter  in  a 
trade  that  sent  Don  Aase  to 
the  California  Angels  with 
Rick  Miller.  Jerry  ’ s  great 
speed — 110  stolen  bases  over 
three  years — makes  him  one 
of  baseball's  most  valuable 
second  basemen.  He  spent 
four  seasons  i/t  the  minors 
afer  Somerset  High  School, 
drafted  first  by  the 
Washington  Senators  and 
later  by  the  Angels. 


“ Boomer  ”  returned  with  a 
boom  to  Boston  after  four 
seasons  in  Milwaukee.  The 
power  that  made  him  a 
favorite  while  with  the  Red 
Sox  from  1966-71  was  back 
last  year.  He  hit  33  home 
runs  and  drove  in  95, 
leaving  him  52  short  of  1000 
RBI.  It  was  also  George's 
first  year  to  score  over  100 
runs  and  his  sixth 
consecutive  year  to  play  over 
150  games  at  first  base.  The 
“ Boomer  ”  is  back. 


The  pitching  hero  of  the 
1977  World  Series  for  the 
Yankees  became  a  member 
of  the  Red  Sox  through  the 
free-agent  draft.  Mike 
signed  with  Boston  just 
before  Thanksgiving,  a 
contract  which  should  keep 
him  here  for  the  rest  of  his 
career.  Boston  is  Mike's 
sixth  major  league  club  and 
hopefully,  his  second  World 
Series  team.  He  has  a  career 
record  of  114-84  and  won  20 
with  the  Orioles  in  1975. 


Butch  took  over  third  base 
for  keeps  last  season  and 
drove  in  112  runs  with  30 
homers.  His  18-game  hitting 
streak  in  July  was  the  club 's 
best  last  season.  He  led  AL 
third  basemen  in  RBI, 
doubles — 33,  and  extra-base 
hits — 68.  He  hopes  to  cut 
down  on  strikeouts  this 
season  after  leading  the 
league  with  162.  Hitting 
instructor  Ted  Williams  had 
that  as  one  of  his  top 
priorities  in  spring  training. 


Luis  overcame  early  trouble 
to  be  one  of  Boston 's  most 
effective  pitchers  at  the  end 
of  last  season.  He  was  4-0 
after  August  30th  with  a 
2.29  ERA,  and  finished  with 
a  12-8  record.  Warm  nights 
with  Fenway  fans  yelling 
“ Loo-ie  ”  are  a  large  part  of 
Boston  summers.  He  needs 
only  nine  victories  to  hit  the 
200- win  plateau  and  he 
could  do  it  before  the  A  //- 
Star  break. 


Dwight  was  in  the  midst  of 
his  strongest  start  when  he 
injured  his  right  knee  in 
June.  He  came  back  for  six 
weeks  but  had  to  sit  out  the 
remainder  of  the  season, 
undergoing  surgery  in  late 
August.  He  looked  strong 
this  spring  and  should  help 
enforce  the  Red  Sox  batting 
order  and  outfield  defense. 
He  has  a  strong  and 
accurate  arm — he  won  a 
Gold  Glove  in  1976 — and 
good  range  in  Fenway's 
wide-open  right  field. 


It  looked  as  though  Jack 
would  become  Boston ' s 
starting  second  baseman 
when  he  came  to  the  Red 
Sox  out  of  the  free-agent 
draft.  But  the  Red  Sox' 
acquisition  of  Jerry  Remy 
has  forced  him  into  a 
reserve  role — the  job  he  held 
last  season  in  Chicago.  He 
can  back  up  second  and 
third  base  and  should  get 
ample  chance  as  the  summer 
progresses. 


This  is  Bill’s  !Oth  season 
with  the  Red  Sox  and  could 
be  the  year  he  hits  the 
100- win  mark.  He  opened 
the  season  with  an  84-58 
career  record,  winning  nine 
last  year  after  injuring  his 
throwing  arm  in  a  1976  fight 
with  the  Yankees.  He  was 
5-2  after  late  August  and  his 
sinker  worked  well,  allowing 
only  three  homers  in  his 
final  60  innings.  He  keeps  in 
shape  with  long-distance 
running  and  throwing. 


Dennis  is  one  of  the  best 
young  right  handers  in  the 
American  League .  His 
blazing  fast  ball  accounted 
for  543  strike  outs  in  623 
innings  with  the  Indians.  He 
had  a  no  hitter  against  the 
Angels  last  May  30th  that 
was  part  of  22. 1  consecutive 
hitless  innings — exceeded  in 
baseball  history  only  by  Cy 
Young's  23  inning  string  in 
1904. 


Reggie  is  Don  Zimmer's 
type  of  pitcher  and 
player — tough  and 
aggressive.  He  finished  his 
fourth  season  in  Boston  with 
an  11-8  mark,  compiling  a 
3-1  record  in  the  final 
month  when  the  pennant 
drive  fell  just  short.  He 
worked  nine  games  in  relief 
and  picked  up  a  couple  of 
saves.  Reggie  grew  up  in 
Swift  Current,  Sask.,  and 
has  moved  to  Florida  for  the 
off-seasons. 


The  Red  Sox  picked  up  Dick 
in  the  free-agent  market  as  a 
reliever  to  help  Bill 
Campbell.  He  went  to  spring 
training  with  the  idea  that 
he  could  still  win  a  starting 
job  and  may  get  his  chance 
as  the  season  rolls  along.  He 
spent  two  seasons  in  Boston , 
including  the  1975  pennant¬ 
winning  club,  and  was  dealt 
to  the  Angels  before  the 
start  of  the  1976  season.  His 
3.41  ERA  last  season  was 
his  lowest  since  1972  in 
Kansas  City. 


Vi- 


Bob  came  to  spring  training 
last  year  after  a  15-9  season 
at  the  Sox’  A  A  club  in 
Bristol.  He  won  a  job, 
starting  13  games  and 
relieving  28  on  way  to  an 
8-7  record  in  his  rookie 
season.  Better  control  of  his 
slider  and  sinker  could  make 
him  one  of  baseball’s  best 
young  pitchers.  He  spent 
much  of  last  season  in  long 
relief  after  the  All-Star 
break  and  should  have  a 
shot  at  starting  more  this 
year. 


The  Sox  were  looking  for  a 
left-handed  reliever  in  the 
off-season  and  picked  Tom 
out  of  the  free-agent  pool. 
He  worked  with  Bill 
Campbell  when  they  were 
both  with  the  Minnesota 
T wins  and  the  two  should 
give  Boston  a  strong  relief 
punch  from  both  sides.  His 
ERA  ballooned  to  5. 10  last 
season  but  he  did  pick  up 
seven  saves  in  61 
appearances.

Fred  has  been  a  durable  and 
dependable  catcher.  He 
averaged  122  games  the  past 
six  years— five  with  San 
Diego  and  one  with 
Cleveland.  He  played  for 
Don  Zimmer  at  San  Diego 
1972-1973.  He  gives  the  Red 
Sox  strong  catching  depth 
and  more  bench  versatility. 


The  start  was  so  promising. 
A  3-0  record  with  one  save. 
And  then,  in  the  pre-game 
practice  May  22,  Jim  broke 
his  right  leg  and  was 
sidelined  until  July  29.  The 
injury  hurt  the  Sox'  long 
relief  corps — and  Jim 's 
timing  when  he  was 
activated.  He  finished  6-2 
with  two  saves.  Jim  is 
hoping  to  turn  it  on  the  way 
he  did  in  1975. 


Bob  played  in  only  two 
games  with  the  Sox  last  year 
after  coming  to  Boston  in  a 
trade  with  the  Cincinnati 
Reds  on  Sept.  19th.  He  can 
play  both  the  infield  and 
outfield  but  will  spend  most 
of  his  time  pinch-hitting  for 
the  Red  Sox  this  season.  He 
broke  in  with  the  Pirates  in 
1963  and  Boston  is  his  fifth 
major  league  club.  He  gives 
the  Sox  needed  bench  depth 
from  the  right  side  and 
could  move  in  occasionally 
to  back  up  the  infield. 
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Frank  came  to  the  Red  Sox 
from  the  Indians  March  23. 
For  six  years  he  was  the 
Indians  ’  shortstop  and  was 
considered  one  of  the  best 
fielders  in  the  A. L.  He 
originally  came  up  through 
the  Cincinnati  system  and 
also  played  for  the  San 
Francisco  Giants.  He  should 
provide  the  Red  Sox  with 
solid  backup  help  for 
Burleson. 


Bernie  returned  to  Boston 
after  spending  half  of  the 
1976  season  in  Milwaukee. 
He  had  his  best  year  at  the 
plate  since  1970,  hitting  .289 
with  15  homers  in  86  games. 
He'll  be  moved  around  the 
outfield  this  season,  spelling 
the  starters,  and  will  move 
to  designated  hitter 
occasionally. 


It  was  Bob 's  quietest  year  as 
Boston 's  backup  catcher.  He 
only  entered  17  games  in 
relief  of  Carlton  Fisk  but  he 
did  manage  a  .300  average 
with  12  hits  in  40  times  to 
the  plate.
